thereof, docs not require to be stamped 
if presented for payment directly to the 
treasurer by the party in whose favor 
said order is drawn, but if the order is 
cashed by a bank, or otherwise negoti- 
ated and presented to the treasurer for 
payment by a party other than the one 
in whose favor it v.-ns originally drawn, 
it requires a 2-cent stamp. 
Therefore, 


the orders drawn on you as treasurer of 
a lodge, if 
cashed 
by the bunk and 


charged to your account as treasurer, re-

There is such a scarcity of men who arc 


anxious to work that the new manage- 
ment of the street car lines is finding it 
exceedingly difficult to enforce their iron- 
clad, regulations. Men who have been on 
the, line for years say they cannot stand 
the strain which is imposed upon them by 
the fast sneenl and the new arrangement 
of hours. For instance, one set of men 
go on at C o'clock in the morning, work- 
ing until 11 o'clock, and. then have a lay-, 
off until 4 p. m." From 4 p. m.,.with the 
exception of 50 minutes for supper, they 
arc on until 11 o'clock. From the lime 
they reach home and the time that tliey 
must get up "in the morning they have 
barely four hours sleep. Of course, they 
are privileged to sleep in the afternoon, 
but, of course, the men are not used to 
taking their naps in sections. Several of 
the men have openly violated the rules, 
but on penalties have been imposed. Two 
or three of the men have oiTored to givu 
up their jobs, but have been importuned 
to hang on.- The fact of the matter is, it 
is a. difficult thing to get men to work 
under such regulations as are imposed. 
The men claim that they have to In- 
vest about $70 to get and bold their job. 
This amount is represented in a bond put 
up.in the cost of uniform find the amount 
of change they have to carry on the cars. 
It is reliably stated that within a few 
days a. general demand will be made by

iOOD'WORK OF THE WISCONSIN 


LEGISLATURE. 


Chicago.Times-Herald: 
The long ses- 


sion of; the Wisconsin legislature which 
has just adjourned will be notable in the 
annals of state legislation for the large 
number,:.of difficult,.measures that have 
engaged its-consideration, as well as for 
the Important character of the' -enact- 
ments that will-be presented to Governor 
Scofield for his signature. 


The state of Wisconsin is already lead- 


ing the western states-'in many matters 
of state enterprise and state reform, the 
most noteworthy of all being the system 
of highway improvement upon which the 
state is launched and which embodies the 
same principle of state and county co- 
operation as was recognized in the Curtis 
good roads bill, which was defeated by 
the farmer vote in the. last -Illinois legis- 
lature. As a result of the operation of 
;he Wisconsin law the Badger state will 
soon have tne finest system of rural high- 
ways to .be found in the western country. 


More important than the good roads 


!aw. however, is the measure passed by 
the recent session of the legislature which 
provides for the appointment of a perma- 
nent 'state tax commission to investigate 
the general subject of taxation and rec- 
ommend legislation for the modification 
of tho assessment system of the state. 
That this commission is not going to be 
a mere junketing, committee for making 
pleasure excursions at the state's expense 
is evident from the character and stand- 
ing o£ the men already appointed by Gov- 
ernor Seofield to investigate .and .study 
the tax problem. Like all other western 
states Wisconsin is confronted with, the 
necessity for raising more revenue from 
the taxable property of the state, anil in 
order to do this new methods must be de- 
vised for locating property that -now 
manages to escape taxation and for com- 
pelling corporations to pay in proportion 
to the earnings of their property. It is 
highly probable that'the Ford law, re- 
cently enacted by. the legislature of New 
York," far taxing franchises, will receive 
some attention from the commission. In 
fact, the results of the operation of this 
law will be watched with interest by all 
the western slates. 


Iu addition to laying foundations for 


n complete revision of the taxing system 
the legislature .pjiiScd a law to prohibit 
the,iisej.'ot railway.passes and franks by 
public officials, .1 law to prevent legisla- 
tive lobbies from-.control ling legislation, 
also a law to regulate luftmagcs wliich 
will wipe out'the disgrace brought -jpon 
the state-by the Milwaukee elopements. 


The state is to be congratulated upon 


the good work of a legislature that seems' 
to have brought unusual -.intelligence.^ and 
honestv to the consideration of measures 
affecting the welfare of tha common- 
wealth.

other people, corporations with franchises

The New York 
corporations -affected 


by the new law enacted which taxes 
their franchises as .intangible real estate 
are talking of contesting the law on the 
ground that' it is double taxation. But 
most people are very well convinced that 
these great public 'corporations which 
through the mistaken generosity of city 
councils have assumed ownership of the 
streets, alleys, highways, sidewalks, un- 
derneath the surface and all above the 
surface, have not as yet even paid for 
one taxation.

This nullification comes in 
from the undisputed fact'that the South- 
ern states are, through 
this state of 


things" securing a much'larger represen- 
tation in congress'than they are _ en ti- 
tled to. 'Before the war the colored" 'peo- 
ple did count something, for under the 
Federal Constitution it took three-fifths 
of a colored vote to make one white vote, 
in short, the representation-was made ot 
the full white population and three-fifths 
•of the slave population. 


But the-Southern states- have' far sur- 


passed this proportion, and have, through 
the grossest frauds, many 
outrageous 


murders, forcible, intimidation, and a re- 
vision of.their state.constitutions, entire- 
ly suppressed tlie colored vote, and tbings 
are so fixed by tlie terms of the constitu 
tional swincue by which the colored vote 
was banished, that if the upper class o: 
whites so desire they can very easily also 
suppress the illiterate white vote, which 
is large in the South.

poll tax, an educational test, ability to 
vend and write certain clauses from the 
constitution.

We 
have now not only the widely dispersed 
population to count, but mining statistics 
to get, and, too, we are going to gather 
information on the agricultural possibil- 
ities of Alaska. A special agent already 
has been appointed for Alaska, and

lields, leaving to'another man the work 
.alo'ug the coast. This special ngent will

time in operation in the census year, the, 
kind and quantity 'of power used and the. 
kind and amount of machinery used. 


Information, too. will 'be gathered 
in 


scores of specia' lines, such 
as electric; 


light ajid power, telephone and telegraph 
operations, transportation by water, ex- 
press business and street' railways, mines 
and mining and minerals, and their pro- 
duction and value, the number of

employed and their wages and average 
working time. 


In the line of social statistics facts will 


be gathered regarding the insane, tlie fee- 
ble minded, the deaf, dumb and blind, the 
criminal and pauper classes, and works of 
benevolence. Public indebtness will 
be 


noted, and also city statistics on valua- 
tion, taxation and expenditures. . Relig- 
ious ajid churches will come in for a 
share of attention. 


In fact, the number of subjects 
on 


which the census enumerators and agents 
will collect information is almost infinite, 
and no one may refuse to answer tho 
questions when properly put. 


To gather all' this enormous mass of 


statistics will require the services of up- 
ward of 45,000 persons, some of whom 


ill be employed upon it and the conse- 


quent tabulation for years. 
It 
is esti- 


mated that it will cost more than half as 
much to take this census as it has cost to 
take all of the cloven preceding censuses. 
The cost of the'lirst census, in 1790, was 


ii bout' $44,000. Sixty years later the cost 
had passed the million mark. Altogether 
;ind including' the eleventh, census, 
the 


,-o-<t of finding out as a nation where we1 


ire at has been more than $25,000,000,000. 
It is said that thi* census will cost near- 
ly $15,000,000. 


The first 'census was taken solely, with 


the idea of getting at the population, so, 
.is to apportion representatives in eon- 
jrcss.

sh:Us nine months to count 3,029,214 per- 
-wns who were living in the little. nation 
at that time. .The first attempt .at col- 
lecting social statistics was made in 1820. 
This idea. was dropped out . of the .next 
census, biit-it was restored in 1840,, and. 
the cost of the census went, up over 
$500,000 in consequence. 
. It i s believed that the census of 1900 
will show a population of at-least 80,000,- 
000. Just 100-years before, tile-census of 


but it will be costly, for labor commands, 
high prices in Alaska these days.

On one sub- 
ject particularly will important statistics 
be:gathered, and that is regarding the 
present condition and number of the lep- 
ers, together with such other facts as will 1 
enable the United States to deal 
more 


intelligently with these people. 
A spe- 


cial agent will be appointed for Hawaii, 
and he will select his cnuinoriUors 
from 


among the inhabitants of the islands. 


1 Congress did not contemplate that the 


United States should make at this time 
a census of Cuba, Porto Hico or the Phil- 
ippines. If such census be deemed desir- 
able authority for it may be given next 
winter. The War Department is making 
a census of Cuba now to learn about the 
voting population and how to apportion

The losses from plant disease are often 
HS great or greater than from neglect of 
proper methods of culture, and as long 
as we must grow varieties-susceptible 
to fungous diseases the grower should 
prepare to combat these diseases effi- 
ciently.

eases are root rot, leaf spot and beet 
root scab. Each ana is discussed at 
length, excellent illustrations o£ ^tho 
•fungi and of plants and •> roots -affectad 
by them are given and remedies are 
iiuggested, making a most valuable 
manual for the sugar beet grower who 
intends to keep abreast with progress 
in every department • of this new in- 
dustry. 
. As to the root rot of beets (Rhjzocto- 
nia betce knhn), in discussing remedies, 
it is said: The use of lime as a possible 
preventive for'certain rhizoctocial dis- 
eases has been recommended. The use 
of an alkali as a preventive might bo 
logically suggested, knowing the avidity 
with which the fungus grows on acidu- 
lated nutrient madia. In general, it 
seems that the soils., of the state are 
usually in need -of..liming, and where 
this beet disease .appears it would-be 
very well to make an • application' of 
lime. Sisty to 70 ^bushels of air slaked 
lime per acre would', be a cheap and 
effective means'of Wearing the desired 
alkalinity. It would ;be preferable, fa 
make this application in tho autumn, 
or at least before the' grpnnd.is jlmrned, 
so that the lime would,'be well distrib,- 
nted.

minutes at 136 F., or five minutes at 
140 degrees or 142 degrees F. Empty at 
once upon clean floor nnd dry by stir 
rim?. 


Formalin.—Thoroughly saturate a 


pile Of eeed oats with formalin solution 
at the rate of'a .pound of formalin to 
50 gallons of wnter (about a gallon of 
solution to a bushel of grain will be re- 
quired) ; allow the grain to remain in a 
pile for two or more hours, then spread 
to dry. Or dip the seed oats in the for- 
malin solution for two hours; tlien dry. 


Potassium Sulphide.—Soak the seed 


oats for 24 hours in a three-quarter so- 
lution of potassium sulphide (\Vi ponnda 
to 20 gallons of water'); then spread on 
clean surface and stir frequently until 


dry. 


The cost of seed treatment or oats,.by 


the ordinary hot water method need 
not exceed 10 cents per bushel treated. 
For convenience in the application of 
the hot wnter method it is ordinarily 
advisable to have two vessels, one- in 
which the water is maintained at a 
temperature of 120 .to 130 degrees F., 
into which tho grain is at first dipped 
to warm it, thus making it possiblo,;to 
maintain a more nearly uniform tem- 
perature in tho heating vessel, and1] a 
cecond vessel in which the water ehonlc: 
bo maintained at the temperature tfe-' 
sired. 
If possible to heat water by 


means of a stenrn jet or boiling water 
drawn directly from some large supply, 
the single-vessel will be sufficient, _as 
the temperature can easily be main- 
tained by turning the valve and admit- 
ting more steam, etc. The introduction 
of n mass of cold-grain will cirasa a 
sharp fall of the temperature of the 
water. Open gunny bags, wire meali 
vessels or open baskets provided with 
suitable cover may be advantageously 
used in the treatment of seed grain by 
this method. It is advisable; by plung- 
ing, twirling or otherwise stirring the 
contents of: the vessel,'to. bring all. of 
the grain to eame .temperature imme-
